$7(1,000 in improvements at 
Millwood Reservoir. 


In the "Saratoga South" area 


of the lake, located in Hemp- 
stead County, the Engineers 
have completed .3 miles of new 
road, and constructed two boat 
ramps, 10 picnic tables, 10 
"camping pullouts" and two 
parking lots. 


In the Beard's Bluff area, one 


boat ramp, four camping 
pullouts and .2 miles of road- 
way have been completed. 


More than 50,000 visitors per 


month have been recorded at 
the Saratoga area, with a total 
of 600,000 persons visiting that 
area annually. The Saratoga 
area recorded 18.5 per cent of 
the total visitation figure for the 
lake. 


More improvements will be 


made when funds become 
available, spokesman for the 
Engineers said.

McGovern said Salinger, who 
was President John F. Kenne- 
dy's press spokesman, had giv- 
en Hanoi negotiators a message 
from McGovern saying they 
should conclude a peace with 
President Nixon without wait- 
•4ng fof*the November election. * 


The story 'proved to be at 


least partially true, but in early 
afternoon McGovern denied it 
flatly. He even went further, 
leaving the clear impression 
that anything Salinger might 
have done was strictly at his 
own initiative. 


A newsman's tape recorder 


caught 
this 
exchange 
as 


McGovern stepped down from a 


speaker's platform at the Il- 
linois State Fair: 


"Pierre Salinger had no in- 


structions whatsoever 
from 


me," McGovern said. "He told 
me he's going to Paris and be 
said while he.was there he 
itfcgHttrrto lisibt sen* deter- 
mination of what was going on 
in the negotiations. But them 
wasn't the slightest instruction 
on my part to him." 


"Did you discuss this with 


him at any length?" he was 
asked.

McGovern's press secretary, 


Nixon votoes HIW

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon and his congres- 
sional supporters have killed a 
$30.5-billion spending bill for 
health, education and welfare. 
The action provoked harsh at- 
tacks from administration crit- 
ics. 


Nixon vetoed the bill Wednes- 


day and pressed Congress to 
take out the $1.8 billion added 
to his original request. He 
called the measure "reckless 
federal spending." 


The House hours later failed 


to muster the two-thirds major- 
ity necessary to upset the veto. 
The vote was 203 to 171 in favor 
of overriding, 47 short of the 
number needed. No Senate vote 
on overriding will be taken. 


Although Democrats led the 


attack on Nixon, the party split 
ranks in the House and 42 
Democrats voted with 129 Re- 
publicans against overturning 
the veto. 


Democratic presidential can- 


didate George McGovern de- 
nounced the veto and declared 
it a campaign issue. 


"Mr. Nixon has a confused 


set of values when he said it is 
reckless to spend $1.8 billion 
more to meet the health, educa- 
tion and human needs of this 
country, but contends it is de- 
sirable to spend over M billion 
more on the Pentagon next 
year," McGovern laid In a 
statement issued in Springfield, 
Dl., where he was campaign- 
ing. 


Sea. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 


Ifajs., asserted, "The Presi- 
dent's veto once again has 
demonstrated hi* insensitivity 
to the nation's priorities in 
health, education and programs 
affecting the elderly." 


But in the House, some rank- 


ing Democrats djteagreed with 


their leaders' denunciation of 
the veto. 


"The bill is higher than can 


be justified under the condi- 
tions prevailing in this coun- 
try," said Texas Democrat 
George H. Mahon, chairman of 
the Appropriations Committee. 


In his veto message, Nixon 


said the government cannot af- 
ford to spend the $30.5 billion 
appropriated for the Labor and 


Health, Education and Welfare 
departments. 


The spending "just cannot be 


done without more taxes or 
more inflation, both of which I 
am determined to avoid," he 
said. 


The bill carried funds for the 


fiscal year which began last 
July 1, and its demise leaves 
the two departments operating 
at last year's level of spending. 


Richard Dougherty, casually 
distributed a three paragraph 
printed 
statement 
from 


McGovern to newsmen in a 
'temporary press 
room at 


McGovern's hotel. It said: 


4"I have just conferred by 


jKtone with Pierre'Salinger in 


> reference to his recent visit to 


Paris; 
Mr. 
Salinger 
had 


planned to return to Paris fol- 
lowing the Democratic National 
Convention and at my request, 
he met with members of the 
North Vietnamese delegation in 
Paris. 


"The only purpose of the dis- 


cussion was to determine if any 
change had occurred which 
would permit the return of the 
prisoners prior to the end of 
hostilities. 


"Mr. Salinger 
found 
no 


change in the publicly stated 
positions of Hanoi. Mr. Salinger 
also made clear that I have re- 
peatedly stated my conviction 
that the end of the war should 
not be delayed by a single day 
because of the American elec- 
tion campaign." 


What McGovern was saying 


is that he had, in fact, instruct- 
ed Salinger and that Salinger 
had, in fact, raised the issue of 
a pre-election peace. 


Why the discrepancy? News- 


men questioned McGovern an 


hour later as he emerged from 
an elevator to enter a reception 
for Illinois Democrats. 


"There's no discrepancy at 


all," McGovern insisted. 


"I was asked if I had in- 


structed Pierre Salinger to in- 
form the North Vietnamese del- 
egation that I wanted them to 
go ahead and negotiate a 
peaceful settlement now. I said 
I had never even discussed that 
matter with Mr. Salinger, and I 
didn't even know that he had 
brought up the issue. I didn't 
even know that he was in the 
United States until he called 
me some two hours after I 
talked with you." 


Then Dougherty cut off ques- 


tioning, insisting McGovern 
was behind schedule. 


Left unanswered was why 


McGovern had said he'd given 
Salinger "no instructions what- 
soever" when in fact he'd 
asked Salinger to act as his 
emissary. 


Kissinger talks 
to VN president 


SAIGON (AP) - Henry A. 


Kissinger and President Ngu- 
yen Van Thieu conferred for 
more than two hours today on 
secret peace talks that the 
presidential adviser held with 
the North Vietnamese, in Paris. 


They scheduled a second 


meeting for Friday. It had been 
expected that Kissinger and 
Thieu would confer only once. 
The scheduling of a second 
meeting fanned speculation that 
the subject was highly signifi- 
cant and possibly involved a 
major proposal put forth by the 
Americans. 


U.S. Sources confirmed that 


the talks between Kissinger and 
North Vietnam's chief negotia- 
tor, Le Due Tho, figured in the 
meeting. They gave no hint as 
to the tenor of the discussion or 
whether 
there 
had been 


disagreement. 


"I really won't talk — there 


is no sense in asking me ques- 
tions," President Nixon's chief 
adviser on foreign policy told 


newsmen when they asked if he 
was delivering any new peace 
proposals to Thieu. 


Kissinger, 
who arrived 


Wednesday night from Paris 
and Switzerland, met with 
Thieu after a session Wednes- 
day "evening with U.S. Am- 
bassador Ellsworth Bunker. 


Kissinger came to Saigon 


after a secret meeting in Paris 
Monday with Le Due Tho of the 
North Vietnamese Politburo, 
and while the American was 
traveling to South Vietnam, 
Tho was en route back to 
Hanoi. 


This combination of events, 


coupled with the boost that a 
peace agreement would give 
President Nixon's candidacy 
for re-election, touched off 
speculation around the world 
that Kissinger and Tho had 
made a deal and that Kissinger 
had come to Saigon to tell 
Thieu he would have to resign 
and make way for a coalition 
government. 


Nixon 'missed the boat'

PARIS (AP) - The Viet 


Cong's chief delegate asserted 
today that President Nixon 
"missed one of the most favor- 
able opportunities to end the 
war" when he arrived in the 
White House in January 1969. 


U.S. Ambassador William J. 


Porter did not reply to the as- 
sertion by Mrs. Nguyen Thi 
Binh, which echoed Democratic 
statements in the U.S. presiden- 
tial campaign, but again urged 
a cease-fire. 


"With the tolling stopped," 


Porter said, "you could devote 
your attention and resources to 
the needs you have neglected 
during wartime, such as the 
dikes. Vietnamese could hold 
discussions on South Vietnam's 
future political institutions." 


His reference to dikes was an 


answer to a renewed charge by 
the North Vietnamese at the 
155th session of the peace talks 
that the United States was de- 
liberately bombing the dikes. 


Mrs. Binh declared the U.S. 


government in 19S9 was not 
seeking "a correct negotiated 
solution, based on the funda- 


mental rights of the Vietnam- 
ese people and of the right of 
self-determination for the 
people of South Vietnam." 


"On the contrary, it sought a 


solution which would permit it 
to perpetuate the yoke of neo- 
colonialism on South Vietnam," 
she charged. 


In a sharp reaction to Com- 


munist protests about Ameri- 
can bombardments of North 
Vietnam, Porter said: "Another 
example of the complications 
you place in the path of nego- 
tiations concerns your protests 
against United States air and 
naval actions against military 
targets in North Vietnam. 


"By making such protests, 


while passing over in silence 


your invasion of South Viet- 
nam, you attempt to reject the 
consequences of what you your- 
selves have caused. This is un- 
convincing: The arsonist ob- 
tains no sympathy for his 
scorched fingers." 


Mrs. Nguyen Thi Binh, chief 


Viet Cong delegate, told the 
155th session of the talks that 
the U.S. government then was 
not seeking "a correct nego- 
tiated solution, based on the 
fundamental rights of the Viet- 
namese people and of the right 
of self-determination for the 
people of South Vietnam." 


"On the contrary, it sought a 


solution which would permit it 
to perpetuate the yoke of neo- 
colonialism on South Vietnam."

McGovern in 
trouble with 
Daley again 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 


Sen. George McGovern heads 
for Wisconsin today after an Il- 
linois visit which brought on 
the most serious flap to date 
about the Democratic nomi- 
nee's candor. 


McGovern first denied, then 


confirmed Wednesday that he 
had asked Pierre Salinger to 
discuss American prisoners of 
war with North Vietnamese 
representatives in Paris. 


McGovern said that Sali- 


nger's secret meetings on July 
18 and Aug. 9 involved no nego- 
tiations, but were merely to in- 
quire 
whether any POW's 


might be released before the 
fighting ends in Indochina. The 
answer was no, he said. 


The South DakoUm insisted 


that neither he nor Salinger 
had done anything improper. 


In 
other 
developments 


Wednesday, McGovern gained 
the endorsement of former 
President Lyndon B. Johnson, 


but speculation picked up anew 
that he still had his problems 
with Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley. 


In publicly thanking Johnson 


for his support, McGovern ac- 
knowledged their differences 
over war policy, but added, "If 
Lyndon Johnson were president 
today he wouldn't have vetoed 
the Health, Education and Wel- 
fare bill as Richard Nixon has 
just done." 


The senator continued to 


deny any rift between himself 
and Daley, even though the 
mayor backed out of a joint ap- 
pearance at the Illinois State 
Fair. 


The two are now scheduled to 


meet in Chicago next Wednes- 
day, but Daley aides said the 
mayor was angered because of 
a magazine article in which 
McGovern is quoted as saying, 
in an apolegetic vein, that 
"pragmatism" required that 
they get together.

Hassan's pilot landed the 


plane with only one of its three 
engines working, and the King 
went to the terminal building.

All Around town 


Four U.S. 
soldiers 
die in VN 


SAIGON (AP) — Four Amer- 


icans were reported killed in 
action in the Vietnam war last 
week, six more were missing in 
action and seven died of non- 
hostile causes, the U.S. Com- 
mand announced today. Anoth- 
er 28 Americans were wounded; 


South Vietnamese spokesmen 


said their losses last week were 
the most in four weeks, with 
763 men killed in action, 2,489 
wounded and 151 missing. The 
toll contrasted sharply with the 
previous week when reported 
government casualties were 463 
killed, 2,115 wounded and 114 
missing — the lowest since the 
first week of the North Viet- 
namese offensive. 


The 
Saigon 
command 


claimed 3,098 enemy troops 
were killed last week, the most 
in five weeks. 


The allied commands now 


have announced these total cas- 
ualties for the war: 


American — 45,847 killed in 


action, 1,651 missing, 303,322 
wounded, 10,253 dead from non- 
hostile causes.

by the House, 285 to 92, 
Wednesday night and sent to 
tine Senate after a battle over 
the|300-millioo "environmental 
effects" section.

Defense budget 
rules out cut 
in U.S. troops 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Nixon administration's next de- 
fense 
budget, 
now 
being 


shaped, rules out any signifi- 
cant cut in U.S. troop strength 
in Europe at least until mid- 
1974. 


That budget will go to Con- 


gress in January, whether or 
not Sen. George McGovern 
'wins the presidency. 
'However, a new McGovern 
'administration would change 


the outgoing Republican's pro- 
posals—and McGovern is on 
record as favoring a slash in 
the U.S. troop committment in 
Europe. 


Secretary of Defense Melvin 


R. Laird's plans to maintain 
U.S. troop levels in Europe dur- 
ing fiscal 1974 are subject to 
change if there is agreement 
between NATO and the Rus- 
sian-led Warsaw Pact nations 
on mutual force reductions. 


Important 
the dollar 


NEW YORK (AP) - Inter- 


national economists say the tre- 
mendous strength of the dollar 
in foreign exchange markets 
over the past two days in- 
dicates that funds from over- 
seas are pouring into the 
United States. 


"This could be the most im- 


portant week of the year for 
the dollar," said William Wol- 
man, vice president and econo- 
mist for Argus Research. "I 
think the dollars are coming 
back and the higher prices for 
the dollar are proof everybody 
is buying." 


However, the greater demand 


for the dollar overseas is not 
all good news for the United 
States. It could lead to higher 
interst rates on short-term 
loans. 


European reports on dollar 


sales 
volume 
Wednesday 


ranged from "massive" in Ger- 
many to "very strong" in Lon- 
don. 


The gain in the dollar price 


meant that other currencies 
went down. The most notable 
loss was in the German mark. 
It closed at 31.35 cents, down 
from 31.395 in the precious day. 
The pound, up a little, was the 
only major currency to gain 
more than the dollar. The 
French franc sank to its lowest 
figure in eight months.

—Inflation is growing more 


rapidly in Europe than in the 
United States. 


Inflation overseas means that 


the dollar is now a better in- 
vestment than some domestic 
currencies, so capital is being 
put into dollars as a hedge. 


The reason that an inflow of 


dollars may result in higher in- 
terest rates for Americans is 
one of those paradoxical fea- 
tures of International finance. 
What happens is this: The U.S.

government has been financing 
some of its expenses by bor- 
rowing, in effect, from foreign 
central banks which have a dol- 
lar surplus. They have bought 
treasury bills, short-term lOUs, 
with their dollars. 


Now, with their dollars being 


bought by overseas investors 
and sent to the United States, 
these banks will not be buying 
the treasury bills. That means 
the U.S. government will have 
to sell bills to U.S. citizens and 
institutions. To do this, it will 
have to raise interest rates to 
compete with private borrow- 
ers. This rise in rates will 
cause a corresponding rise in 
rates charged to these private 
borrowers. 


In other words, the govern- 


ment will compete for the U.S. 
investment dollar, and com- 
petition will result in the higher 
interest levels.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — A 


task force assigned to study the 
problems of veterans met here 
Wednesday and discussion cen- 
tered on finding jobs for return- 
ing Vietnam veterans. 


The 19-member Governor's 


Task Force on Veterans Affairs 
will determine whether to rec- 
ommend legislative action by 
the 1973 General Assembly. 


Robert Brown, an aide to 


Gov. Dale Bumpers, said about 
3,000 veterans in the state were 
not employed and that about 
800 were returning to Arkansas 
each month who need jobs. He 
said the task force should de- 
termine whether to recommend 
legislation to help the employ- 
ment picture. 


A state Employment Security 


Division official, Maurice Wil- 
liams, told the group that the 
Vietnam veteran was "getting 
a fair shake in Arkansas — as 
much as we can do at the 
present time." 


Williams said. Arkansas was 


a leader in some areas of 
placement of veterans in jobs.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


The American Bar Association 
has approved a new code of 
ethics requiring federal and 
state judges to publicly report 
"moonlighting" and to stay out 
of all cases in which they have 
any financial interest. 


The proposed canons, which 


would not apply directly to Su- 
preme Court justices, repre- 
sents the first major overhaul 
in the code of conduct in 48 
years. 


Adoption now will be up to 


the state legislatures, state su- 


preme courts and the U. S. Ju- 
dicial Conference. Passage by 
the ABA's policy-setting House 
of Delegates was by voice vote 
late Wednesday. 


The code is the product of a 


special committee headed by 
Roger J. Traynor, a former 
California Supreme Court chief 
justice. 
The 
project 
was 


prompted by the resignation of 
Justice Abe Fortas from the U. 
S. Supreme Court in 1969 amid 
criticism of his financial deal- 
ings. 


"It is not enough that people 


have confidence in the sturdi- 
ness of legal proceedings," 
Traynor told the House, "they 
also must have utmost con- 
fidence in the integrity of their 
judges." 


Judges would be required to 


file a report every year on all 
off-bench activity, how much 
they were paid and who paid 
them. At the same time, they 
would be required to report any 
gift worth more than $100. 


However, the judges would 


not have to report income from 
investments.

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Quilting: 


Art is alive and thriving 


PIECING—Squares of bright colors and 


various fabrics are sewn together by hand to 
form the quilt top.

Quilting, once believed to be a vanishing art, is 


alive and thriving in the hands of Mrs. Robert 
Rowe of Hope. 


Patience and skill with a needle are the basic 


requirements in making quilts; Mrs. Rowe has 
both the patience and skill as is evident in the 
many quilts she has made. 


Mrs. Rowe began quilting when she was a 


young girl. She does most of the design work- 
blending colors and patterns—to make an en- 
dless variety of quilt tops. 


"When I see a design in my mind I draw it out 


on paper to make a pattern. Then I select the 
colors and fabric to carry out that particular 
design," she said. Commercial quilt patterns are 
available but Mrs. Rowe prefers to design her 
own. 


Each small square is sewn or 'pieced' as it is 


called in quilting circles, together by hand, 
forming the quilt top. The lining is attached to a 
large wooden frame, usually suspended from the 
ceiling, and is then ready for the inner-lining or 
batting. Mrs. Rowe prefers the new Dacron 
batting because of its light weight. "But I 
couldn't begin to tell you the number of quilts 
I've made using the 'old timey' cotton," she 
added. 


The quilt top is then placed over the batting 


and then actual "quilting" begins. Thousands of 
tiny stitches, each made by hand, follow along 
the pattern lines to hold the lining, interlining, 
and top in place. Many hours of slow tedious 
work produces a quilt with as much individuality 
and expression as the seamstress who designed 
it. 
quilts I've made. I have collected scraps of 
material for as long as I can remember.' I want 
each of my nine grandchildren to have one of my 
quilts," she explained, "and that will keep me 
busy for a long time."

State's work force continues to show gain 


LITTLE ROCK-Arkansas' 


work force continued to move 
forward in the fiscal year en- 
ding June 30,1972 as an average 
of 11,100 workers were added. 
This gain from fiscal year 1971 
agaio boosted the total to a new 
recqrd high of 751,700, J. Merle 
Leniitey, administrator of the 
Arkansas 
Employment 


Security Division announced. 


Matt of these new workers 


moved into the nonagricultural 
sector 
of the 
economy. 


Manufacturing employment 
•tone rose 5,600 from 187,200 to 
171,100. 


In the agricultural sector, 


employment rose slightly from 
8,100 to 59,800, or an increase 
of 1.4 percent. 


Toe number of jobless 


workers declined significan- 


tly—from an average of 40,000 
in fiscal year 1971 to 38,100 in 
fiscal year 1972. This was 
evidenced by the unem- 
ployment rate, which dropped 
from an average of 5.4 per cent 
to 5.1 per cent. In June of this 
year, the work force totaled 
783,200, a gain of 15,100 since 
June 1971. During the same 
time, total unemployment 
declined 2,800 from the year- 
ago level of 48,100 and the 
unemployment rate dropped 
from 5.2 per cent to 4.8 per cent. 
Manufacturing 
employment, 


which totaled 178,300 in June, 
increased 8,800 over the year. 
Nearly 80 per cent of this gain 
occurred in the durable goods 
industries- 


The factory workweek in- 


creased slightly, rising from an 


average of 40.1 hours in June 
1971 to 40.5 hours in June 1972. 
Average hourly earnings of 
factory production workers 
continued to rise by moving 
from 2.62 last year to 2.77 in 
1972. Average weekly earnings 
increased from $105.06 in June 
1971 to 1112.19 in June 1972. 


Arkansas' 
economy 
in- 


creased significantly during FY 
1972 as 87,162 nonagricultural 
job placements were achieved 
by the Employment Security 
Division. This volume was 
21,039, or 31.8 per cent, more 
than the 66,123 achieved during 
FY 1971. Total agricultural 
placements numbered 38,723, 
up 122.3 per cent from last 
year's 
total 
of 
16,520 


placements. 


The number of insured 


unemployed workers during the 
fiscal year averaged 14,281 a 
week and represented an 
unemployment rate of 3.5 per 
cent. These are jobless workers 
who are covered by the state's 
unemployment insurance 
program. This number was 13 
per cent lower than it was in the 
previous fiscal year. The 
amount of unemployment in- 
surance benefits paid to jobless 
workers during fiscal year 1972 
fell 12,770,523 from last years 
level to total 120,332, 969. 
Jobless claimants received an 
average of 13.96 more per week 
during the year as the average 
weekly benefit payment rose to 
843.16.

Nixon wil be only GOP candidate 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


President Nixon is certain to be 
the only candidate placed in 
nomination at next week's Re- 
publican National Convention 
but one floor fight seems as- 
sured over a conservative-back- 
ed delegate reapportionment 
plan. Another could come on a 
proposal to legalize abortion. 


The possibility that California 


Rep. Paul N. McCloskey would 
be nominated in opposition to 
Nixon disappeared Wednesday 
when the GOP National Com- 
mittee rejected his plea that he 
name the one New Mexico dele- 
gate guaranteed him and th«' 
Rules Committee voted to re- 
quire that a candidate have 
majorities from three delega- 
tions to be placed formally in 
nomination. 


The National Committee con- 


siders that rule today along 
with the plan approved Wednes- 
day by the Rules Committee 
that opponents say favors the 
delegate strength of smaller 
and Southern states at the 1976 
GOP convention. 


Backers of proposals to in- 


crease the delegate strength of 
larger states say the 1976 presi- 
dential prospects of Vice Presi- 
dent Spiro T. Agnew are linked 
to the battle of smaller states, 
not to give bigger states more 
convention power. 


Nixon's Democratic opponent, 


Sen. 
George McGovern, first 


denied, then disclosed Wednes- 
day that at his request Pierre 
Salinger had asked North Viet- 
namese negotiators in Paris if 
their position had changed to 
permit release of U.S. prisoners 
in Indochina before the end of 
the Vietnam war. 


"Mr. 
Salinger 
found 
no 


change in the publicly stated 


position of Hanoi," he said in a 
statement issued in Springfield. 
Id. 


McGovern and running mate 


Sargent Shriver hailed the en- 
dorsement of their candidacies 
by former President Lyndon B. 
Johnson. McGovern plans to 
visit Johnson, whose foreign 
policy he often criticized, at the 
former president's Texas ranch 
next Tuesday. 


In the fight over delegate 


reapportionment here, a rules 
subcommittee had voted Tues- 
day to increase the strength of 
large states. That decision was

full Rules Committee, which 
voted 31 to 16 for the plan pro- 
posed by Sen. John G. Tower of 
Texas. 


Charles T. Lanigan, the New 


York state Republican chair- 
man, said the issue would cer- 
tainly be taken to the full con- 
vention next week. 


The abortion proposal, which 


runs counter to the views of 
President Nixon, received an

Federal judge halts 
roadbuilding, logging 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


Logging and roadbuilding on 
more than 34 million acres of 
federal land throughout the na- 
tion has been halted by a feder- 
al judge. 


U.S. District Court Judge 


Samuel Conti issued a prelimi- 
nary injunction Wednesday bar- 
ring projects that would de- 
stroy the wilderness status of 
land that has been studied by 
the U.S. Forest Service and 
been left open to logging and 
roadbuilding. 


The Sierra Club had request- 


ed the injunction, alleging that 
the Forest Service failed to pro- 
vide statements on how logging 
and roadbuilding would affect 


the environment of national for- 
est lands. 


The Sierra Club and several 


other conservation groups al- 
lege that the absence of such 
statements violates the Nation- 
al Environmental Protection 
Act. 


The lumber industry and fed- 


eral government have con- 
tended logging is an essential 
industry that, done properly 
improves forest land by encour- 
aging new growth. 


Conti's ruling Wednesday re- 


quires the filing of environmen- 
tal impact statements on the 
land and sets Nov. 6 for trial on 
the merits of the case.

Platform being drafted 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


Republican policymakers start- 
ed drafting a platform today, 
and the possibility emerged of 
at least a minority report urg- 
ing the legalization of abortion. 


Such a position is contrary to 


the expressed views of Presi- 
dent Nixon, and his positions 
are expected to prevail on 
abortion as well as other issues 
at the Republican National Con- 
vention opening Monday. But 
the abortion question could 
reach the convention floor. 


The Platform 
Committee 


scheduled a final round of wit- 
nesses before going later in the 
day into closed drafting ses- 
sions that will last through the 
weekend. 


The proposed GOP abortion 


plank is similar to one rejected 
in a long fight at the Democrat- 
ic party's national convention 
here last month. It says in ef- 
fect that decisions on abortion 
should be left to each woman's 
conscience. 


Few had expected an abor- 


tion proposal to make headway 
at GOP platform hearings. But 
a platform subcommittee of 11 
women and 4 men listened at- 
tentively and discussed with ap- 
parent sympathy late Wednes- 
day a plea by Jill Ruckelshaus, 
the wife of a top Nixon ap- 
pointee. 


Speaking for the National 


Women's Political Caucus, Mrs. 
Ruckelshaus appealed for "a 
strong and sensitive women's 
plank." She is the wife of Wil- 
liam D. Ruckelshaus, adminis- 
trator of the Environmental 
Protection Agency. 


A male member of the sub- 


committee, who asked not to be 
quoted by name, said he would 
not be surprised if the subcom- 
mittee did not turn out at least 
a minority report endorsing the 
women's plank. 


It would call for the out- 


lawing 
of discrimination 


gf$r\$t 
women in obtaining 


credit, mortgages, loans, leases 
and in starting businesses. It 
also would ask for a broad 


child care program for working 
mothers, ratification of the 
Equal Rights Amendment to 
the Constitution, and "repeal of 
the laws that restrict the right 
of every woman to determine 
her own reproductive life." 


Rep. John J. Rhodes of Ari- 


zona, chairman of the con- 
vention's 108-member Platform 
Committee, said he hoped to 
nave a first section of the draft 
platform, covering military and 
foreign affairs, ready for re- 
lease Monday and the rest of 
the document issued in two in- 
stallments Saturday and Sun- 
day. 


One group which got a minor- 


ity report to the floor at the 
Democratic convention, the Na- 
tional Coalition of Gay Organ- 
izations, seemed unlikely to get 
as far with the Republicans.
